World. 
Tho town of Herat has several names 
i Persian. It is called Hm, Hira, 
Hinva and Hoot. The diaJect ot tbe 
country and a Batisajtjiereof are bo(k 
called Hu avi, and mjOupg betqfgtng 
to the district •*» -eti^od Hinva. All 
itheso words takertkeiSongjn from th« 
sound hir or h*i aJdn tothe Beugrfi 
rword ar-ya, t4» hushaadmaB." and tbe 
Sanskrit ar-ya, "the Hindu" pftr-exerf- 
lence, or ajjricnkurist, as _ opposed to 
tho nomad. Ar means to pl6w, and is 
the same as tb» «)lcf^EBrgUsh verb to ere 
(Latm err are, texerT, to go;, and it was 
the source not on)V*of the word ayra, 
as applied to the Hindus, but of Iran. 
the name of Persia itself, and of Ana, 
the district of Herat, which must thus 
have received its very name on account 
of its abundant fertility and agricul- 
tural resources 
Ihe origin ot Herat can be traced far 


into anbqvutv. 'io the anctenta, the 
province of which it is the capital was 
known as Ana and Anana 
The name 


was, in the course ot time, gradually 
changed to Heri. a name which still 
survives m the nver flowing to the 
south of it, Herrrnd. the river of Heri — 
and the latter to Herat 
Tradition has 


brought here Nebuchadnezzar andScm- 
iramis 
There can be no doubt that it 


was the gate through which Alexander 
the Great passed to the conquest of 
India. 
Eastern proverbs givo an idea of the 


estimation in which Herat is held in the 
oriental mind. 
"Kborasom," runs 


one, 
"is the oyster shell of the world, 


and Herat is tha pearl. Which is the 
most splendid city in tho world? If 
you answer truly you must say Herat'" 
said another, when the city was at tb« 
height of its splendor. — Ptuladelpiaa

Collapsc of a Building in Jersej 


City With the Usual 


Result. 


Pour Persons Instantly Killed and Eighi 


Others Severely Wounded—The 


Firemen to the Rescue. 


The Owner of the Building Loses Thre» 


Children in the Dreadlul Fall-- 


The Other Casualties. 


JKRSEY CITY, N. J., May 27.—A terrt 


ble disaster, causing the loss ot loui 
lives and the more or less serious wound- 
ing ol an unknown number of persons, 
occurred at half-past six o'clock this 
morning. 
Tlie four families living ID 


Patrick Anderson's four-story tenement 
house, situated on the west side of Col- 
gate street, between First and Second 
streets, were aboiiL their usual avocations 
at that hour, when they were startled by 
a loud roar, like tbat of n cannon at a 
distance. Then followed a creaking ol 
timbers, aud the building began to trem- 
ble. In another iustaut, and before the 
DOW thoroughly terrified occupants ol 
the building could realize what was hap- 
pening, the building collapsed and sunk 
down in the center like a telescope, and a 
cloud of dust weut up into the air. 
The 


shrieks of the women 
and children 


alarmed the neighborhood, and the vicin- 
ity was soon swarming with humaulty. 


Strong hands 
and 
willing 
hearts 


speedily engaged in the work of dragging 
away timbers and rescuing the living and 
taking out the dead. The screams of the 
wounded who were pinioned down and 
crushed between the timbers was agoniz- 
ing. 


Immediately after the disaster occurred 


an alarm was given on the Ore bell. The 
firemen quickly got to work aud took out 
the dead ami dying and those who had by 
u miru'le escaped injury. 


'Ihe collapsed building wa? owned by 


Patrick Anderson, who with his wife and 
uve children occupied the urst floor. 
Michael Webb, his wile end two children 
occupied the second lloor; John Coyne, 
his wife aud five children, and Patrick 
Coibin and his live childreu, jointly occu- 
pied the third lloor; 11. McGurty and his 
two children occupied the fourth lloor. 


The killed are as follows: 
Mamie, Klla and I3arney Anderson, 


aged, (respectively, eight mouths, eight 
aud ten years. Anderson, the father, had 
just left the house for kindling wood, 
aud his wife had just precceded him but 
a few moments to the neighboring gro- 
cery to make purchase* for breakfast. 


The other victim was Michael Webb, a 


lad of seventeen years, residing on the 
second floor. He was crushed iu a fright- 
ful manner, nearly eveiy bone iu his body 
beios broken. 


The injured, as far as can be learned,

'Jlie fact thai the crash occurred 


on 
11 calm, clear morning proved the 


rotten condition of the structure. 
The 


llremcn were astounded as they hauled 
away the haif-deoayi'd and slender sup- 
por'-s ol tlte lloor liom the debris, aud 
expicsscd themselves as surprised to 
think the structure could have so long 
sustained the weight of so many persons 
with their families. 


The Chief of Police stated to a United 


Press reporter that he was expecting just 
such a disaster for a long time. 


"Why," said he, "there are scores of 


shanties in and around that locality ten- 
anted by numerous families just in about 
the same condition as the one that fell. 
The terrible affair will, I hope, serve as a 
warning, and hasten the authorities to 
adopt some means by which any recur- 
rence of sucb a terrible accident may be 
prevented." 


Mrs. Webb, whose sou Michael lost 


his life by being crushed In the ruins, Is 
terribly stricken by the loss of her boy. 
She goes around like one bereft, calling 
him by name and calling on God to take 
herself out of the world. She stated that 
the Hist warning she had that the build- 
ing was about to fall came to her by the 
noi.se of tho cracking of one of the floors 
and the beams under the window. 


"I ran down stairs," she continued, 


"as fast as I could, and just cleared the 
door when the whole structure came 
tumbling down about me. The last I 
remember of my poor boy was when he 
called out: 'Mother, what is the matter? 
Where arc you going?' as I was rnshlog 
out." 


Tlio dead bodies were removed at once 


to the morgue, wlierc they arc now laid 
out awaiting the arrival of the Coroner. 
In and around the morgue an excited 
crowd have gathered, clamoring for ad- 
mission 10 view the bodies, but the man- 
i^cr refuses to allow any person to cu- 
,er not having business in "the place. 
3 real sympathy is felt for the father and 
aiother of the Anderson family. 
They 


ire nearly frantic over the loss of their 
:hildren. 


The police have 
formed a cordon 


iround the ruins of the collapsed bulld- 
ng, and no one is allowed to approach 
.he ruins except the firemen and those 
!mployedia clearing away the debris.

About Wages 


Iu IRCd the average for white labor in 


;hi9 country was 828 per month, without 
aoard, and 815 50 with board, this difler- 
ence being caused by the high prices for 
food and other expenses ot living. An 
estimate of tlmty years before made 89 
per month, with board, the average cost 
for farm labor. An advance of 70 per 
cent, was thus indicated, much the larger 
port of it between 1861 and 18F6. In 18G9 
the rate for labor paid fully in cash was 
825 1,!, a reduction having occurred in the 
west, some decline in the east, while in 
the south ail advance had resulted from 
increasing efficiency in labor. In 1875 a 
further decline had occurred, the reduc- 
tion in six years, being from 83208 to 
82602m the middle states, and from 
82701 to 2i70 in tBe,west.

The OomlDgr Locusts. 


Prof. RUey, the entomologist of the

This 
will in timo wholly rid the house and 
lyard of these pests, and save all future 
troable.

.Temedy is' the use of lime, dry-slacked, 
'with wale)? to which some carbolic «ciil 
has been added. A bushel of lime will 
•be redacted to a fine dry powder by ab- 
sorbing twenty-seven pounds or about 
twelve quarts of water, and one pound 
of carbolic acid is sufficient for thin 
.quantity. When gapes are found to bo 
present in the flock a quantity of this 
tarbblated lime should lime should bo 
freeJyi scattered over the floor of tiio 
.chlefcen"house before dusk; tlie roosts 
should also be well dusted. 
In coming 


in to roost the fowls will disturb the 
fine lime and raise a considerable ilu.st, 
which they will breathe. The acrid 
powder will cause them to cough and 
eject the parasites, which are destroyed 
*>y the lime dust, and in two or three 
efforts in this way the fowls will be en- 
tirely freed from them. And whero 
there are no gape worms there will ba 
oo gapes among the chicks, in spite of 
»ny abundance of earth worms. And 
just here,:in conclusion, we might say 
that it haa been our habit to go into 
the chicken yard with a spado [and dig 
op the ground for tbe exp«?ss purpose 
o* the amusement of seeing a fewscoro 
Of young chicks crowd around to bunt 
out the earth worms thrown out and to 
watch their eager races after these de- 
sirable morsels, which

Tho Value of Tltfir IVuthera and How They 


Cult ISO K'lonomicnlly Knitted. 


The chief value of breeding geese re- 


Jatos to tho feathers, which ouce was 
the standard for soft beds; but feather 
beds are no longer as popular as they 
wore with our grandmothers, and, ap- 
parently, feathers "must go." 
For a 


cold, raw night, they do well enough, 
for mild weather they are unnecessary, 
for summer an unmitigated nuisance, 
ami for all seasons su.spiciousj us tc 
health. 


To gather the crop of "live geese 


feathers" by picking the gecso should 
l^c a man's work, but generally it i-i 
foisted on tho farmer's wife, and, until 
she becomes an expert, is a hard, diffi- 
cult and disagreeable job.

Estelle M. Klrkland, at the Albiou Hotel 
last March, which was postponed yester- 
day was begun to-day. As on yesterday 
there was an Immense crowd of specta- 
tors present, fashionable ;pcoplc predom- 
inating. The first important witness ex- 
amined 
was tho prosecntrix herself. 


Mrs. Klrkland is about thirty-live years 
old. 
She lias a neat figure, and is very 


prepossessing in appearance. 
Tlie men- 


lion of her name caused considerable 
commotion aud the throng of spectators 
almost climbed ou each other's shoulders 
to get a glimpse of her. She was given a 
seat immediately iu front of the jury. 
She wept bitterly and her sobs were audi- 
ble throughout the court-room. 


The prisoner sat behind her, and ns 


.she related her story his (ace flushed and. 
gave evidence that he did not enjoy his' 
^DBltlon. 
She testified that ou the night 


of March 14th last, at the Albion Hole;, 
she was awakened by the noise made by 
Pearre In getting into her room tlirou^ii 
a window. 
She then described tin- al- 


leged assault made upon her by I'carie, 
and bow she finally escaped from him, 
going to tlie servants' room, where she 
remained all night. 
The testimony of 


Mrs. Klrkland caused a big sensation, 
and if published In the columns of a news- 
paper would be a treat to those fond of 
sensational reading matter. 


The witness was subject to a most rigitl 


cross-examination by Governor |\Vhytc, 
but her evidence was unshaken. She told 
of the separation between herself and 
husband, and how her only child, a girl 
of sixteen, bad been taken from her and 
placed iu a convent Iu Canada.
